Pen Picture of Life at the City of Tents. 


CAMP ALGER, Va. 


Aug. 30, 1898. 


EDITOB HEJUW>:—Twenty-five min- 


utes ride from Washington through an 
interesting country lauds one at Duu- 
Louug Va. the B R. station nearest 
the above camp. The E. H. train has 
been well filled until our arrival at East 
Fallchend one of those sow'l sUtians 
which until the war revelled iu the 
glory of a half dozen houses built iu 
Virginia style. Here is about the first 
sign of a military camp; as it is the out- 
povt where two full companies are sta- 
tioned as a provost guard and every 
train sees soldiers with loaded muskets 
making an examination of the passes 
of all soldiers. Army wagons and mules 
abound and from this point to Dun- 
Loving it is mules, army wagons and 
soldiers at every cross road. The R R. 
station at the latter town if such it [can 
be called is a busy place, and the set 
tees which are scattered all about are 
filled with soldiers awaiting transpor- 
tation to their homes. Here are men 
from N. Y., N. Jersey, Penn. and Conn, 
and Virginia who form the complement 
of ten thousand men whose camp is a 
mile away. Nearly every man has that 
yellow look indicating sickness and the 
station looks like an immense hospital 
tilled with convalescents. In one corner 
of the platform tvr.a ro\ya of coffins filled, 
with those wh,o8e furloughs are not for 
30 days and who on reaching their des 
tination will be met not with open arms 
and the welcome home, but by sad and 
mourning hearts. These and scenes are 
not what we came to see, but as war is 
h i they are concomiaaut parts. A 
drive of 30 minutes in a fairly good 
team over a corduroy road through tbe 
wood* brings us iu sight of Camp Al 
gar of which so much has been said. As 
we emerge through the woods on the 
upltnd covering more than 3QQ acres of 
ground IjO Jeet above the sea level is the 
city of tents and it is a busy scene.

Sheriff Reed Lang of Osvipee were in 
town Wednesday and before leaving 
visited the liockmgbam eounty jail, 
where they held «u interview with Wil- 
liam Marshall Nation, alias Peter Shack- 
lay, who is awaiting the October term 
ol trial to be held in Oesipee, Carroll 
county, the third Tuesday of the month, 
for the the alleged murder of an un- 
known man, said to have taken place at 
Wolfeborough, now S*nbornville, in 
1887. 


NasuD, who is considered a bad man 


by the officers, and a man whom the 
farmers from Harris Mills to Wolfe- 
borough, stand in fear of, was arrested 
in April last, by Officer Lang, npon the 
confession of two men, who say they 
were witnesses to the horrible deed. 
Officer Lang when questioned regard- 
ing Nasou aud the evidence of guilt 
against him, aaid. 


"We have a strong case against this 


man. 
Since his confinement, we have 


betsn hard at work upon the state's Bide 
assisted by Mr Laskey, our county 
solicitor. We have got the knife with 
which the deed was done, a butcher 
knife about a foot long with a black 
handle, having rivets run through it. 
Have also got the victim's shirt which 
is covered with blood, but best of all vte 
know the man murdered." 


The name Mr Lang did not see fit to 


divulge. 


In describing the injuries done the 


murdered nian, the omcer says 


"We found a badly fractured skull' 


broken irom the back of the head, 
showing the man to have been struck 
from behind 
The man, as soon as 


killed, as it will be shown, was cut up 
m a horrible manner. 
The flesh was 


removed from the bones, then the bones 
were disjointed at the ackle, the knee, 
the hip, at the shoulder and the el- 
bow. 
The head was then severed from 


the body and all these were put into a 
box and taken to the pond and later 
removed to its final resting place m 
Lovell lake, where it was found but a 
few feet from the shore." 


Officer Lang tells of numerous de- 


tails iu regard to Nason's past life, 
which he has worked up for the past 
twenty one years. He says he has a 
complete confesbion of the tvto men 
who were with Nason and saw him do 
the deed. 


The feial, which will be held at Os- 


sipee will probably be adjourned until 
November when a special jury will be 
called.
